General  Railway  Information. 


SOUTHEASTERN  OF  CANADA. 

The  work  of  renewing  the  track  of  the  main  line  with  steel  rails  and  new  ties  is 
in  progress.  The  track  is  ballasted  as  fast  as  the  new  rails  are  laid. 

■Work  on  the  Longueuil  Extension  is  now  well  advanced,  and  arrangements  are 
being  made  to  establish  the  steam  ferry  across  the  St.  Lawrence  from  Longueuil  to 
Montreal. 

An  increasing  traffic,  both  in  passengers  and  freight,  is  reported  this  year.  The 
pleasure-excursion  business  to  Lake  Memphremagog  is  also  larger  than  last  year. 


CENTRAL  VERMONT. 

The  St.  Albans  (Vt.)  Messenger  says:  “The  Central  Vermont  now  employs  91 
locomotive  engineers,  and  629  conductors,  station  agents  and  baggage  masters.  It  has 
120  locomotives,  104  passenger  cars,  and  2,050  freight  cars ; this  does  not  include  the 
green  cars  of  the  National  Dispatch  Line,  of  which  there  are  more  than  a thousand, 
and  which  carry  nearly  all  the  through  freight.  The  new  trains  that  are  put  on  this 
summer,  just  for  the  accommodation  of  Summer  travel,  are  run  by  this  road  fully  360 
miles  a day.” 


WABASH. 

A final  answer  was  to  be  received  from  Mr.  Vanderbilt  this  week  as  to  the  use  by 
this  company  of  one  of  his  two  parallel  lines  between  Toledo  and  Detroit.  It  is  said 
that  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  which,  in  case  the  use  of  one  of  the  Vanderbilt 
lines  is  refused,  a new  line  is  to  be  built  by  an  independent  company,  in  which  the 
Wabash,  the  Great  Western  and  the  Grand  Trunk  will  own  equal  shares. 


NEW  BRUNSWICK  & CANADA. 

This  company  is  building  a branch  6£  miles  long  from  Me  Adam  Junction,  N.B.,  to 
Vanceboro.  The  work  is  light,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  finished  in  September.  The 
object  seems  to  be  to  secure  a connection  with  the  European  & North  American  with- 
out using  the  St.  John  & Maine  track. 
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MW  YORK,  BOSTON  & MONTREAL. 

The  memory  of  this  company  is  revived  by  a suit  just  begun  in  the  New  York 
Supreme  Court  by  John  Cooke,  of  Richmond,  England,  against-  fm.  Butler  Duncan, 
John  Q.  Hoyt,  Trenor  W.  Park  and  other  former  officers  and  directors.  He  brings  the 
action  on  behalf  of  himself  and  others  similarly  situated,  and  asks  that  the  sale  by  the 
defendants  to  himself  and  others,  of  bonds  of  the  New  York,  Boston  & Montreal  Rail- 
way Company  may  be  rescinded  and  declared  fraudulent  and  void,  and  that  the 
amounts  paid  for  the  bonds  may  be  decreed  to  be  refunded.  The  complaint,  which  is 
very  voluminous,  charges  that  the  principal  defendants  were  creditors  of  the  insolvent 
New  York  & Boston,  Duchess  & Columbia  and  Harlem  Extension  Railroad  Companies. 
In  order  to  relieve  themselves  from  the  pressure  resulting  from  the  insolvency  of  these 
companies  they  devised  the  plan  of  making  in  London  and  elsewhere  in  Europe,  where 
the  companies  were  unknown,  a temporary  loan  or  advance  upon  pledge  of  such  secu- 
rities as  they  held  for  whatever  they  might  be  able  to  get.  They  agreed  at  the  same 
time  to  exchange  such  securities  for  a new  railroad  bond  to  be  issued  by  them,  to  be 
secured  by  a new  and  first  mortgage  upon  the  alleged  consolidated  property  of  the 
three  companies.  They  assumed,  it  is  asserted,  in  furtherance  of  this  conspiracy,  to 
be  a railway  corporation  under  the  name  of  the  New  York,  Boston  &■  Montreal  Rail- 
way Company ; that  they  caused  to  be  prepared  and  circulated  a false  and  illusory 
report  of  the  pretended  road ; that  they  represented  to  the  plaintiff  and  others  that 
the  new  company  was  lawfully  seized  of  all  the  corporate  property  of  the  three  above- 
mentioned  roads  and  of  that  of  the  Putnam  & Duchess  Railroad  Company  and  the 
White  Plains  & Albany  Railroad,  two  companies  organized  in  furtherance  of  the  alleged 
conspiracy;  that  they  also  had  represented  that  the  new  company  had  executed  a first 
m ortgage  upon  all  the  property  of  the  five  companies  to  secure  first-mortgage  bonds 
to  the  extent  of  $12,250,000.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  these  new  bonds  were  to  be 
primarily  applied,  to  the  extent  of  $6,250,000,  to  the  completion  of  the  road  as  a first- 
class  line  from  New  York  to  Rutland,  Vt.  Mr.  Cooke  says  that  he  and  about  40  other 
Englishmen,  whom  he  claims  to  represent,  bought  bonds  of  the  new  company,  relying 
upon  the  representations  made  in  the  prospectus.  These  statements,  he  now  says, 
were  false  and  fraudulent. 

Though  no  answer  has  been  served,  it  is  stated  by  counsel  for  some  of  the  defend- 
ants that  the  charges  of  misrepresentation  and  conspiracy  are  denied,  and  that  if  false 
representations  were  made  it  was  by  persons  in  Europe,  for  whose  actions  the  defend- 
ant’s are  not  responsible. 


NEW  YORK  CENTRAL  & HUDSON  RIYER. 

This  company  has  applied  to  the  City  Council  of  Buffalo  for  permission  to  lay  a 
branch  track  across  the  city  through  several  of  the  streets,  in  order  to  connects  its 
tracks  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  city,  so  that  trains  can  be  transferred  directly. 
The  application  is  opposed  by  other  companies  unless  the  grant  is  made  so  as  to  allow 
the  use  of  the  track  to  all  roads  entering  the  city. 


SAGINAW  & MOUNT  PLEASANT. 

This  company  has  secured  the  right  of  way,  and  will  soon  begin  grading  a narrow- 
gauge  road  from  Coleman  Station,  Mich.,  on  the  Flint  and  Pere  Marquette  road,  south- 
west to  Mount  Pleasant  in  Isabella  County,  a distance  of  14  miles.  The  iron  for  the 
road  has  been  bought. 
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ROME,  WATERTOWN  & OGDENSBURG. 

Speaking  of  the  proposed  connection  of  this  road  with  the  Great  Western,  of  Canada, 
by  a bridge  over  the  Niagara  at  Lewiston,  President  Sloan  is  reported  by  the  New 
York  Times  as  saying  that  “ The  deductions  made  by  some  newspaper  writers  are  not  I 
correct.  Many  years  "go  the  Queenstown  Bridge  Company  and  the  Lewiston  Bridge 
Company  constructed  a suspension  bridge  at  the  first  gorge  above  Lewiston,  where  the 
river  is  about  600  feet  in  width.  Subsequently  the  bridge  was  wrecked  in  a gale.  Some  | 
of  the  cables  extending  across  the  river  still  remain.  The  same  companies  lately  re- 
organized under  new  auspices,  intend  to  build  at  the  old  poinfa  steel  suspension  bridge, 
of  the  most  superior  character  as  regards  workmanship,  materials,  dimensions  and 
strength,  and  a railroad  is  to  be  constructed  from  Thorold,  oh  the  Great  Western  Rail- 
road, to  the  west  end  of  the  bridge,  a distance  of  six  miles.  This  will  give  connection 
with  the  Rome,  Watertown  & Ogdensburg  Railroad,  so  that  there  will  be  a through 
route  from  Detroit  via  Rouse’s  Point,  Lake  Champlain,  and  thence  by  the  Eastern  rail 
roads,  the  Vermont  Central,  etc.,  to  all  parts  of  Northern  New  England.  The  supposi- 
tion that  a competing  line  with  the  New  York  Central  and  Erie  is  to  be  established  by 
means  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  & Western,  is  erroneous.  The  Great  Western 
Railroad  is  one  of  the  feeders  of  the  New  York  Central,  and  so,  to  a large  extent,  is 
the  Rome,  Watertown  & Ogdensburg  Railroad.  The  latter  road,  for  obvious  reasons, 
will  never  be  able  to  compete  successfully  with  the  New  York  Central  & Erie  for  the 
carrying  of  western  produce  to  Boston  and  New  York,  and  it  is  not  the  intention  of 
its  management  to  try  such  competition.  The  real  plan  is  to  establish  a through  route 
to  Northern  New  England,  and  open  up  a carry  in  g-trade  which  how  lies  unueveloped. 
Northern  New  England  is  compelled  at  present  to  depend  in  a degree  for  its  supplies 
of  Western  produce  on  the  middle  section  of  that  region,  and  it  is  considered  probable 
that  all  this  trade  will  quickly  be  diverted  to  the  new  route.  It  is  also  believed  that  a 
valuable  business  from  the  West  to  various  points  on  the  Rome,  Watertown  & Ogdens- 
burg Railroad  w 11  grow  up.  These  are  the  main  reasons  which  influence  the  project.” 


MISSOURI  PACIFIC. 

The  track  of  this  road  at  Oak  Mills,  Kan.,  has  been  undermined  by  the  Missouri 
River,  and  some  1,200  feet  of  the  road-bed  are  daily  expected  to  slide  down  into  the 
river.  Trains  between  Kansas  City  and  Atchison  are  run  over  the  Kansas  City,  St. 
Joseph  & Council  Bluffs  road  until  the  track  can  be  rebuilt  in  a safer  location. 


LIABILITY  TO  ANOTHER  COMPANY  FOR  DAMAGES  BY  ACCIDENT; 

In  1876  a collision  occurred  on  the  Central  Vermont  track  between  a train  of  that 
company  and  one  of  the  Montpelier  & Wells  River  road,  by  which  the  Central  Vermont 
engine  was  damaged  and  the  engineer  lost  one  of  his  legs.  The  Central  Vermont 
granted  its  employe  a half-pay  pension,  and  then  sued  the  Montpelier  & Wells  River 
Company  for  damages,  claiming  that  the  accident  was  caused  by  the  carelessness  of  its 
employes.  The  Court  sent  the  case  to  a Special  Master,  who  lately  made  his  report, 
awarding  to  the  Central  Vermont  $7,000  damages,  of  which  $2,000  is  for  damage  to  ihe 
engine  and  $5,000  for  the  employe.
